On last Sunday, the 29th, ac- 
cording to program, we, that is 
oar whole family, went to Win- 
chester, to the dedication of the 
new church. The weather was 
not very favorable. But with all 
that we, had more than we could 
accommodate comfortably. 

It did us much good to meet 
with those whom we had not 
met with for so long.

The hearty welcome we received 
from all made ne feel good, and 
helped to smooth many of the 
disagreeable experiences that 
warn to be the lot-,of humanity.

674,71, and the amount of money 
subscribed il,986.66, leaving a 
deficit of 1688.65. After the ser- 
mon, from Aets 7 1 47, 48, we 
tried the liberality of the congre- 
gation. Tbe response was all 
that could be expected ; nearly 
(400.00 was donated that day. 

Services were held in the even- 
ing, but on account of tbe heavy 
rain the house was cot filled, as 
in the morning. 

At such mom en tone, events we 
cannot expect overy thing to rnn 
smoothly. A sister in honor of 
tbe great event that may happen 
only once in tbe history of a com
